RESOLUTION  AUTHORIZING  EXECUTION 
AND  DELIVERY  OF  CONVEYANCE 

WHEREAS,  on  the  8th  day  of  October,  1969,  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne 

Department  of  Redevelopment,  entered  into  a contract  for  Sale  of  Land  for 

Private  Redevelopment  with  the  Fort  Wayne  Fine  Arts  Foundation  as  "Redeveloper" 

with  respect  to  certain  real  estate  located  within  Main  Street  Project,  Ind.  R-52,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Fort  Wayne  Fine  Arts  Foundation,  pursuant  to  the 

terms  of  said  Contract,  is  entitled  to  a conveyance  of  that  portion  of  Parcel  3 

described  in  the  first  take-down  stage  upon  payment  of  the  sum  of  One  Hundred 

Twenty  One  Thousand  Four  Hundred  Eighty-one  Dollars  and  Forty  Four  Cents 

($121,  481.44)  upon  which  shall  be  credited  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand  Seven 

Hundred  Ten  Dollars  and  Ninety-two  Cents  ($5,  710.92)  of  the  earnest  money 

payment  heretofore  made  by  said  Redeveloper  under  the  terms  of  said  Contract 

of  October  8,  1969,  and 

WHEREAS,  attached  hereto  and  made  a part  hereof  by  this  reference 
is  a form  of  conveyance  complying  with  the  terms  of  said  Agreement, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  President  and 
Secretary  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Redevelopment  Commission,  Governing  Body  of  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Department  of  Redevelopment,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  execute  the  Deed  in  the  form  attached  hereto  and 
deliver  same  to  the  Fort  Wayne  Fine  Arts  Foundation  upon  the  payment  by  said 
Fine  Arts  Foundation  of  the  sum  on  One  Hundred  Twenty  One  Thousand  Four 
Huncred  Eighty-one  Dollars  and  Forty-four  Cents  ($121,  481.44)  upon  which 
shall  be  credited  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  Ten  Dollars  and 
Ninety  two  Cents  ($5,  710.  92)  of  the  earnest  money  payment  made  by  the  Fine 
Arts  Foundation  under  the  terms  of  said  Contract  of  October  8,  1970.

The  President  read  a copy  of  a letter  from  Mr.  Vincent  F.  DeKane,  deputy 
assistant  Postmaster  General  to  Mr.  Bill  Jones,  City  Planning  Director 
regarding  the  Fort  Wayne  Post  Office  and  the  acquisition  of  the  site  for  the  new 
proposed  postal  facility.  Also  a copy  of  the  reply  to  be  signed  by  Mayor  Harold 
Zeis;  Fred  Ehrmann,  Chairman  of  Board  of  Works,;  Arthur  Richards,  Chairman, 
City  Planning  Commission;  Don  Walker,  Chairman,  Redevelopment  Commission; 
and  Herb  Tipton,  President  of  the  Common  Council,  was  presented.  The  reply 
to  Mr.  DeKane' s letter  was  addressed  to  Mr.  Merli,  Bureau  of  Facilities, 

Post  Office  Department,  Washington,  D.  C.  and  committed  those  City  officials 
signing  to  cooperate  to  the  fullest  in  whatever  means  were  at  their  disposal 
to  assist  the  Post  Office  Department  to  acquire  the  proposed  site  and  erect 
a new  facility. 

Commissioner  Borgmann  moved  that  President  Walker  be  authorized  to  sign 
the  letter.  Commissioner  Scott  seconded  the  motion,  and  on  roll  call,  the 
motion  carried.

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MINUTES  OF  PUBLIC  HEARING  HELD  BY  THE 
REDEVELOPMENT  COMMISSION  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  FORT  WAYNE  ON  JUNE  17,  1970  AT  7:30 
P.  M.  IN  THE  OFFICES  OF  THE  REDEVELOPMENT 
COMMISSION,  42  5 SOUTH  CALHOUN  STREET, 

FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA,  REGARDING  THE  DECLARA- 
TORY RESOLUTION  TO  AMEND  THE  URBAN  RENEWAL 
PLAN  FOR  THE  HANNA -CREIGHTON  PROJECT 
IND.  R-51,  ADOPTED  APRIL  29,  1970 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  Donald  Walker  of 
the  Fort  Wayne  Redevelopment  Commission.  Present  in  addition  to  Mr. 

Walker  were  Redevelopment  Commissioners  William  F.  Borgmann,  Max 
G.  Scott  and  William  C.  Rastetter,  the  same  constituting  a quorum  of 
said  Commission.  Also  present  were  Hassel  Wolfe,  Executive  Director; 

Jim  Pfundstein,  Redevelopment  Commission;  John  Clifton,  attorney  for 
the  Commission;  Jim  Morrison,  reporter  for  the  Journal  Gazette  and 
Mr.  Phillip  Burt,  attorney  for  the  Central  City  Civic  Investment 
Corporation. 

Mr.  Walker  opened  the  meeting  by  explaining  that  the  general 

purpose  of  the  hearing  was  to  hear  and  consider  the  views  of  those 

wishing  to  express  themselves  with  respect  to  the  Declaratory  Resolution 

to  amend  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Hanna-Creighton  Project,  Ind. 

R-51,  adopted  April  29,  1970.  Mr.  Walker  introduced  the  members  of  the 

Commission,  the  employees  and  Mr.  Clifton,  the  attorney  for  the  Commission, 

who  explained  in  detail  the  purpose  of  the  hearing  and  stated  the  purport  of 

the  Declaratory  Resolution  adopted  by  the  Commission  on  April  29,  1970, 

specifically  describing  the  area  involved.  A copy  of  the  Resolution  was 

filed  with  the  minutes  of  the  hearing  as  Exhibit  "A";  the  approval  of  said 

Resolution  by  the  Plan  Commission  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  and  the  Common 

Council  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  were  filed  respectively  as  Exhibits  "B" 

and  "C",  and  the  copy  of  the  Notice  of  Public  Hearing  and  Proofs  of  Publication 

thereof  were  filed  respectively  as  Exhibits  "D"  and  "E".  It  was  specifically 

stated  that  the  purpose  of  the  hearing  was  hearing  and  receiving  remonstrances 

and  objections  from  persons  and  organizations  interested  in  or  affected  by 

the  proceedings  pertaining  to  the  proposed  project,  after  which  the  Commission 

would  take  final  action  determining  the  public  utility  and  benefit  of  such 
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project  and  either  confirm,  modify  and  confirm  or  rescind  the  Resolution. 

Mr.  Walker  requested  that  any  written  remonstrances  which  were 
available  be  filed  with  the  Redevelopment  Commission.  None  were 
presented.  Mr.  Walker  requested  that  those  present  wishing  to  speak 
either  for  or  against  the  confirming  of  the  Declaratory  Resolution  identify 
themselves  and  make  such  statement  as  they  wish  the  Commission  to  hear 
prior  to  considering  final  action  of  the  Resolution. 

Mr.  Phil  Burt,  attorney  for  the  Central  City  Civic  Investment 
Corporation,  spoke  in  behalf  of  his  client  and  requested  the  Commission 
to  approve  the  Declaratory  Resolution  as  previously  adopted  by  the 
Commission. 

There  being  no  others  to  speak  in  behalf  or  against  said  Resolution, 
the  President  requested  the  Executive  Director  to  indicate  which  of  those 
affected  Redevelopers  had  approved  the  proposed  amendment.  The 
Executive  Director  reported  that  every  affected  Redeveloper  had  been 
contacted  in  writing  and  furnished  a copy  of  said  Declaratory  Resolution 
and  with  the  exception  of  the  Redevelopers  of  Parcels  1 through  5,  Dutton- 
Pierce,  every  affected  Redeveloper  had  signed  a letter  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
Redevelopment  Commission  approving  the  amendment  to  the  Hanna- 
Creighton  Urban  Renewal  Plan  as  stated  in  the  Declaratory  Resolution. 

The  Redeveloper,  Dutton-Pierce,  had  indicated  to  legal  counsel  for  the 
Commission  and  the  Executive  Director  that  they  had  no  objection  to  the 
proposed  amendment  and  their  signed  agreement  would  be  forthcoming. 

After  every  person  who  indicated  any  desire  to  express  his  or  her  views  had 
spoken,  and  there  having  been  no  written  objections  or  remonstrances 
filed  to  the  Declaratory  Resolution  and  to  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
Amendment,  the  Commission  after  considering  and  discussing  the  views 
expressed  at  the  hearing  adopted  the  following  resolution,  to-wit: 

"RESOLVED  THAT,  this  Commission,  having  heard  all 

persons  at  this  hearing  and  after  considering  all  of 

the  views  expressed,  now  takes  final  action  and  determines 
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that  the  proposed  plan  amendment  to  the  Hanna -Creighton 
Project  I,  Ind.  R-51,  is  of  public  utility  and  benefit  and 
the  Commission  does  now  confirm  Declaratory  Resolution 
to  Amend  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Hanna -Creighton 
Project,  Ind.  R-51,  adopted  April  29,  1970,  and  the  amend- 
ment to  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  such  project  and  directs  that 
this  final  action  be  duly  recorded  in  the  records  of  the 
Commission.  "

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  provide  some 
form  of  weed  control  for  the  Hanna-Creighton  Project  and  that  the  Commission 
had  been  in  contact  with  the  Old  Fort  Branch  of  the  YMCA  regarding  an  employ- 
ment program  to  provide  summer  jobs  for  black  youths  of  the  area.  The  YMCA 
had  agreed  to  provide  6 youths  plus  1 supervisor  4 hours  per  day  for  a period 
of  11  weeks  at  a cost  to  the  Redevelopment  Commission  of  $2,  662. 00.  It  was 
felt  that  this  would  provide  a reasonable  weed  control  for  the  project  area  and 
an  employment  opportunity  for  seven  youths  on  a part-time  basis. 

Commissioner  Scott  moved  the  Commission  authorize  the  entering  into  an 
agreement  with  the  YMCA  for  providing  services  of  6 youths  plus  1 supervisor 
4 hours  per  day  for  a period  of  11  weeks  at  a cost  of  $2,  662. 00. 

Commissioner  Borgmann  seconded  the  motion,  and  on  roll  call,  the  motion 
carried. 

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  whereas  the  Commission  had  earlier 
this  evening  taken  final  action  of  the  Plan  Amendment  to  the  Hanna-Creighton 
Project  providing  for  the  reoffering  of  the  5 parcels  on  the  east  end  of  the 
project  for  the  additional  use  for  commercial  development  that  it  would  be 
in  order  for  the  Commission  to  approve  the  form  of  disposition  documents  to 
be  used  in  the  reoffering.  A set  of  disposition  documents  were  presented  to 
and  discussed  by  the  Commission  and  attorney.  The  following  resolution  was 
introduced,  read  in  full  and  discussed:

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  on  May  26,  1970,  the  Commission 
received  proposals  for  the  relocation  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Conduit  in  the 
Main  Street  Project  as  advertised  on  May  7,  1970.  In  response  to  the 
advertisement  for  the  receipt  of  proposals,  the  Commission  received  only 
one  bid  and  that  being  from  Weikel  Construction  Company,  Ind.  from  Fort 
Wayne.  The  Proposal  was  in  the  amount  of  $71,  595.  50  as  compared  to 
the  Engineer's  estimate  for  the  work  of  $80,  645. 00.  Inasmuch  as  every 
effort  had  been  made  to  attract  proposals,  it  was  the  recommendation  of  the 
Executive  Director  that  the  Commission  proceed  with  the  construction  of 
the  work  based  upon  this  one  proposal. 

Commissioner  Scott  moved  that  the  Weikel  Construction  Company,  Inc. 

Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  be  awarded  a contract  for  the  Fire  Alarm  Conduit 
Relocation  for  $71,  59  5.  50.  Commissioner  Rastetter  seconded  the  motion, 
and  on  roll  call,  the  following  voted  "Aye":

much as  the  Traffic  Department  did  not  have  adequate  supervision  to  provide  the 
inspection.  The  Contract  with  Clyde  E.  Williams  and  Associates,  Inc.  providing 
for  the  design  of  the  facility  also  provided  for  the  provision  of  resident  inspection 
if  so  instructed  by  the  Commission,  and  the  cost  of  this  work  was  placed  at 
$4, 000. 00. 

Commissioner  Borgmann  moved  that  the  Executive  Director  be  authorized  to 
instruct  the  Clyde  E.  Williams  & Associates,  Inc.  firm  to  provide  resident 
inspection  during  the  installation  of  the  above  construction  work.  Commissioner 
Scott  seconded  the  motion,  and  on  roll  call,  the  motion  carried. 

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  the  relocation  grant  authorized  by  the 
Federal  Government  to  meet  relocation  costs  in  the  Main  Street  Project  was 
rapidly  being  depleted  and  would  not  be  sufficient  to  relocate  the  remaining 
firms  from  the  area.  The  latest  revised  estimate  indicated  that  total  relocation 
costs  for  the  project  would  amount  to  approximately  $600,  000.  He  requested 
that  he  be  authorized  to  make  application  to  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  to  increase  the  relocation  grant  to  the  figure  of  $600,  000.

1.  That  the  United  States  of  America  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  be,  and  they  hereby  arq  assured  of  full  com- 
pliance by  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Department  of  Redevelopment  with  regulations 
of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  effectuating  Title  VI

Mr.  John  Clifton,  Attorney  for  the  Commission,  suggested  that  whereas  the 
Commission  had  instructed  him  to  file  an  interpleder  suit  for  the  disbursement 
of  funds  due  under  the  demolition  contract  for  the  Main  Street  Project  and  that 
subsequently  the  federal  government  had  released  a lien  against  the  Harder 
firm  which  made  possible  the  disbursement  of  the  funds,  the  Commission 
authorized  the  attorney  to  abandon  the  interpleder  suit  as  originally  authorized. 

Commissioner  Borgmann  moved  that  the  Commission  authorize  the  attorney 
to  abandon  the  Interpleder  Suit  to  make  disbursement  of  funds  being  retained 
under  the  demolition  contract.

Mr.  Bill  Jones  of  the  Three 
Rivers  Coordinating  Council  had  proposed  an  agreement  between  the 
Redevelopment  Commission  and  the  Three  Rivers  Coordinating  Council  for  an 
amount  of  $50.  00  per  month  for  bookkeeping  services  be  entered  into  and  this 
$50.  00  per  month  be  applied  to  the  salary  of  the  Commission's  bookkeeper  to 
provide  for  the  additional  work. 

Commissioner  Borgmann  moved  that  the  salary  of  the  bookkeeper  for  the  Fort 
Wayne  Redevelopment  Commission  be  increased  by  the  amount  of  $600  per 
year  effective  with  the  agreement  with  the  Three  Rivers  Coordinating  Council 
for  the  providing  of  the  bookkeeping  service  in  connection  with  their  program.

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  the  property  occupied  by  the  Stucky  firm 
would  be  closed  on  the  following  Friday  or  the  first  of  the  coming  week.  Stucky 
had  made  preparations  to  vacate  the  buildings  by  August  1,  1970. 

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  the  advertisement  for  the  receipt  of  bids 
on  the  construction  of  Main  Street,  including  the  signalization,  would  appear 
on  July  18,  1970  and  July  25,  1970,  for  the  receipt  of  bids  on  August  5th,  1970. 

The  prospects  for  the  acquisition  of  that  property  in  Main  Street  on  which  the 
Commission  did  not  at  that  date  hold  an  agreement  was  discussed  and  the 
following  Resolution  introduced,  read  in  full  and  discussed:

WHEREAS,  the  Fort  Wayne  Redevelopment  Commission  has 
carried  on  negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  the  real  estate  located  within  the 
blighted  area  described  in  Declaratory  Resolution,  Main  Street  Project 
No.  Ind.

together  with  the  right-to-use  as  an  alley  the  strip  of  ground  ten

is  used  as  a private  alley. 

The  south  eighty-nine  and  one  third  (89  1/3)  feet  of  lot  numbered 
twenty-four  (24)  in  county  addition  to  the  city  of  Fort  Wayne  according 
to  recorded  plat  of  said  addition.

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  the  contract  for  the  demolition  of  structures 
in  the  Hanna -Creighton  project  had  expired  and  that  there  remained  a balance 
of  only  $16,  347. 60  worth  of  work.  The  contractor  had  expressed  a reluctance 
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to  extend  the  time  of  the  contract  because  of  the  limited  amount  of  work 
remaining  and  the  necessity  to  move  back  on  to  the  job  to  finish,  and  inasmuch 
as  the  contractor  had  experienced  certain  financial  dificulties,  it  was  the 
recommendation  of  the  Executive  Director  that  the  Commission  execute  a 
change  order  establishing  the  work  to  be  done  under  the  contract  as  that  which 
was  already  performed  and  thereby  terminating  the  contract.

WHEREAS,  the  said  Fort  Wayne  Community  Schools,  pursuant  to  the  terms 
of  its  resolution  of  August  9,  19  65,  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Hanna-Creighton 
Urban  Renewal  Project  is  now  developed  sufficiently  to  support  a school,  and 
the  Fort  Wayne  Community  Schools  has  advised  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana 
Department  of  Redevelopment  that  said  Fort  Wayne  Community  Schools  is  now 
prepared  to  undertake  the  construction  of  an  elementary  school,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  land  described  in  both  of  the  resolutions  herein  referred 
to  is  now  available  for  use  by  the  Fort  Wayne  Community  Schools  for  the  construction 
of  an  elementary  school  and  the  Fort  Wayne  Community  Schools  is  entitled  to  a 
conveyance  of  real  estate  in  Allen  County,  Indiana,  the  same  being  more 
particularly  described  as  follows:

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  he  had  met  with  members  of  the  Antioch 
Foundation,  the  prospective  developers  of  Parcel  26  in  the  Hanna-Creighton 
Project  and  they  had  indicated  that  progress  was  being  made  toward  the  selection 
of  a contractor  to  proceed  with  the  development  of  the  Parcel.  It  was  anticipated 
that  this  contractor  would  be  selected  on  August  24,  1970  at  a meeting  in  Chicago 
between  interested  parties.  In  a matter  of  days  after  their  selection,  the 
Contractor  anticipated  that  final  contract  documents  will  be  forwarded  to  FHA 
in  Indianapolis  for  approval  prior  to  commencement  of  construction  activities.

A tabulation  of  the  eight  bids  was  presented  to  the  Commission.  Commissioner 
Scott  moved  the  awarding  of  the  Contract  to  Martin,  Inc.  in  the  amount  of 
$77,  400.  00,  which  represented  the  lowest  and  best  bid  received  in  response 
to  the  above  advertisement  for  bids,  subject  to  concurrence  by  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development.  Commissioner  Borgmann  seconded 
the  motion,  and  upon  roll  call,  the  following  voted  "Aye""

Commissioner  Borgmann  moved  the 
awarding  of  the  contract  to  Moellering  Construction  Company  in  an  amount  of 
$298,  881.  02  which  represents  the  lowest  and  best  bid  received.  Commissioner

bids  published  on  July  18,  1970,  the  Commission  had  received  three  bids  for 
the  construction  of  this  work,  the  lowest  in  the  amount  of  $47,  617. 45  from 
Pass  Electric  Company.  The  lowest  bid  received  was  approximately  $2,  500 
above  the  Engineer's  estimate  for  the  construction  of  this  project.  However, 
it  was  the  Engineer's  recommendation  that  the  Commission  award  the  work 
on  the  basis  of  bids  received.

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  the  contract  between  the  Redevelopment 
Commission  and  Clyde  Williams  and  Associates  provided  for  the  furnishing  of 
a resident  engineer  in  connection  with  the  above  two  contracts  for  an  amount 
of  $5,  000,  based  upon  an  estimated  project  cost  of  $123,  500.  00,  which  esti- 
mate was  made  by  others  than  the  Clyde  Williams  firm.  Inasmuch  as  the 
actual  cost  of  the  construction  has  now  been  bid  slightly  above  $345,  000.  00, 
the  engineer  proposed  to  amend  Article  IV  of  the  Agreement  to  provide  these 
services  at  a figure  of  $14,  000  if  the  Commission  desired  to  engage  the 
firm  to  provide  the  resident  engineer  during  construction.  Commissioner 
Scotte  moved  that  the  agreement  be  amended  to  provide  for  the  payment  of 
$14,  000  for  resident  inspection  services  and  the  firm  of  Clyde  E.  Williams 
& Associates,  Inc.  be  authorized  to  proceed  to  furnish  resident  project 
inspection  for  the  above  construction  in  connection  with  Main  Street.

It  was  agreed  that  this  closing  would  occur  at  the  pleasure  of  Pettit  Transfer 
and  Storage,  but  in  any  event,  no  later  than  January  2,  19  71.  Pettit  agreed  to 
vacate  the  property  no  later  than  March  1,  1971. 

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  the  Fine  Arts  Foundation  was  due  to 
take  title  to  the  balance  of  that  area  between  Barr  and  Lafayette  Street 
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under  terms  of  the  agreement  for  the  purchase  of  the  Fine  Arts  site. 

The  Executive  Director  of  the  Fine  Arts  Foundation  indicated  that  the  Foundation 
was  prepared  to  pay  for  the  balance  of  the  land  on  the  date  scheduled  for  its 
transfer,  but  would  not  be  in  a position  to  advise  the  Commission  of  the  improve- 
ments to  be  constructed  on  the  parcel.  The  Commission  discussed  the  progress 
which  the  Fine  Arts  Foundation  was  making  in  connection  with  the  development 
of  that  parcel  already  acquired  from  the  Commission,  the  prospects  for 
the  development  of  the  remaining  portion  of  the  Fine  Arts  Site  and  those  items 
remaining  to  be  completed  by  the  Redevelopment  Commission  including  the 
construction  of  the  Freimann  Park  recently  agreed  to  by  the  Fine  Arts  Foundation, 
The  Freimann  estate  and  the  Redevelopment  Commission.  Commissioner 
Borgmann  moved  that  the  Redevelopment  Commission  extend  to  the  Fine  Arts 
Foundation  the  offer  to  delay  by  a period  of  12  months  the  date  scheduled  for  the 
transfer  of  the  balance  of  that  property  in  connection  with  the  Fine  Arts 
Foundation  site  to  permit  the  Fine  Arts  Foundation  to  more  fully  develop 
plans  for  the  balance  of  the  area.

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Department  of  Redevelopment 
(herein  called  the  "Local  Issuing  Agency")  is  undertaking  the  development 
and/or  operation  of  one  or  more  urban  renewal,  low-rent  housing  or  redeve- 
lopment projects  and  may  engage  in  such  undertakings  in  respect  to  additional 
projects  all  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  one  or  more  contracts  (which  contracts 
and  any  contract  in  substitution  thereof,  together  with  any  supplements  thereto 
or  amendments  or  waivers  of  any  provisions  thereof,  are  herein  called  the 
"Contract")  with  the  United  States  of  America  (herein  called  the  "Government") 
providing  for  a loan  by  the  Government  to  the  Local  Issuing  Agency  for 
financing  the  urban  renewal,  low-rent  housing  or  redevelopment  project(s) 
described  in  the  Contract  and  herein  called  the  "Project";  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Local  Issuing  Agency  proposes  to  obtain  loans 
from  others  than  the  Government  in  anticipation  of  the  delivery  of  notes  to 
the  Government,  which  loans  shall  be  evidenced  by  negotiable  short-term 
notes  of  the  Local  Issuing  Agency  (herein  called  "Project  Notes");  and 

WHERAS,  the  Local  Issuing  Agency  proposes  to  issue  Project  Notes 
as  hereinafter  provided: 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Local  Issuing  Agency 
as  follows: 
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Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  to  pay  expenses

Such  Project  Notes  shall  be  in  such  principal  amounts,  bear  such 
interest  rates,  be  dated  and  mature,  all  as  prescribed  in  this  Resolution. 

Section  2 a.  The  City  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
advertise  from  time  to  time  the  public  sale  of  Project  N tes  of  the  Local 
Issuing  Agency  by  causing  the  publication  of  a Notice  of  §ale  thereof  in  a 
newspaper  pursuant  to  State  Law,  if  required,  and  in  the  Daily  Bond  Buyer, 
a financial  newspaper  published  in  the  City  of  New  York,  New  York.  The 
Notice  of  Sale  for  publication  locally  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form  of 
HUD-9001,  which  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference.  The  Notice  of  Sale  to 
be  published  in  the  Daily  Bond  Buyer  may  be  included  in  a consolidated  Notice 
of  Sale.  Each  Notice  of  Sale  shall  be  published  at  intervals  in  accordance  with 
a schedule  of  advertising  arranged  in  cooperation  with  the  Government.

The  City  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
on  each  date  specified  in  a duly  published  advertisement  of  the  Notice  of  Sale 
for  a series  of  Project  Notes  and  at  the  time  and  place  mentioned  therein  to 
receive,  open  and  review  all  proposals  received  for  the  purchase  of  Project 
Notes.  Upon  completion  of  the  review,  the  contents  of  all  proposals  shall  be 
communicated  by  telephone  to  the  Government  with  a recommendation  for 
award. 

b.  The  City  Controller  after  receiving  Government  approval  of  a 
recommended  award  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  on  behalf  of  the  Local 
Issuing  Agency  to  award  the  Project  Notes  at  the  lowest  interest  rate  or  rates 
not  in  excess  of  the  percentage  rate  per  annum  specified  in  the  Contract  or 
under  State  Law  offered  in  the  proposals  without  reference  to  premiums; 
Provided,  however,  that  as  among  proposals  specifying  the  same  lowest 
interest  rate,  awards  shall  be  made  on  the  basis  of  the  highest  premium  per 
dollar  principal  amount  of  the  Notes  specified  in  such  proposals.  The  City 
Controller  or  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Redevelopment  shall 
promptly  nitify  each  successful  bidder  by  telegram  of  the  principal  amount 
of  Project  Notes  so  awarded  to  such  bidder. 

Section  4.  Each  of  the  Project  Notes  of  the  Local  Issuing  Agency  shall 
be  in  substantially  the  form  of  HUD  1010,  which  is  incorporated  herein  by 
reference.

Each 
separate  issue  of  Project  Notes  advertised  for  sale  shall  be  numbered  in 
consecutive  series. 

b.  Each  proposal  submitted  for  all  or  a part  of  any  series  of  Project 
Notes  shall  be  in  substantially  the  form  of  HUD  9002,  which  is  incorporated 
herein  by  reference,  and  is  hereby  approved  by  the  Local  Issuing  Agency. 

Section  3.  a.  The  City  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
on  each  date  specified  in  a duly  published  advertisement  of  the  Notice  of  Sale 
for  a series  of  Project  Notes  and  at  the  time  and  place  mentioned  therein  to 
receive,  open  and  review  all  proposals  received  for  the  purchase  of  Project 
Notes.  Upon  completion  of  the  review,  the  contents  of  all  proposals  shall  be 
communicated  by  telephone  to  the  Government  with  a recommendation  for 
award.

The  President  declared  said  motion  carried  and  said  resolution  adopted. 

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  in  the  installation  of  the  signal  conduit 
by  Weikel  Construction  Company  in  the  Main  Street  Project,  it  had  been 
necessary  to  relocate  the  conduit  from  the  east  side  of  Clinton  Street  within  the 
curb  line  to  the  west  side  of  Clinton  under  the  sidewalk  area  and  that  the 
Contractor  had  encountered  the  old  area  ways  underneath  the  sidewalk  which 
had  been  filled  with  rubble  and  debrie  from  the  demolished  buildings.  It  was 
necessary  for  the  contractor  to  remove  this  material  and  replace  with  suitable 
backfill  material  prior  to  installing  the  conduit.  The  Contractor  had  agreed 
to  perform  this  work  for  an  additional  figure  of  $2,  000.  The  Commission 
instructed  the  Executive  Director  to  investigate  further  the  contractors 
responsibility  to  remove  or  replace  the  unsatisfactory  material  and  to  futher 
document  the  figure  of  $2,  000  as  a reasonable  cost  for  the  work. 

The  Executive  Director  gave  each  of  the  Commissioners  a copy  of  a tabulation 
of  revenues  received  from  a parking  operation  in  the  Main  Street  Project  for 
the  past  12  months  period.  The  Executive  Director  reported  that  funds  received 
from  temporary  operation  from  acquired  properties  such  as  the  Parking  Lots 
were  not  part  of  project  costs  and  receipts  but  became  solely  local  funds. 

OTHER  BUSINESS 

The  Executive  Director  presented  a copy  of  a Resolution  establishing  the 
Proclaimer  Prodedure  to  reduce  reviews  of  certain  LPA  actions  to  those 
situations  involving  other  than  routine  matters.  The  Executive  Director 
reported  that  this  was  a procedure  established  by  the  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  and  each  LPA  would  be  required  to  adopt  a procedure 
not  later  than  November,  19  70. 
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The  Commissioners  requested  the  LPA  attorney  to  review  the  Proclaimers 
and  report  to  the  Commission  at  its  next  regular  meeting. 

The  Executive  Director  presented  a draft  of  a brochure  as  prepared  by  Mr. 
Jim  Etsler  of  Wade,  Lauer,  and  Katt  with  an  accompanying  draft  of  a 
narrative  to  be  used.  The  Commissioners  expressed  approval  of  the  layout 
of  the  brochure  and  each  was  to  be  furnished  a copy  of  the  narrative  material 
to  review  at  his  convenience.

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  the  work  being  performed  by  Weikel 
Construction  Company  in  connection  with  the  Main  Street  Project  was  essentially 
complete  and  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  prepare  a final  change  order  adjusting 
unit  price  quantities  and  establishing  a unit  price  for  excavation  of  unsuitable 
material  and  replacement  with  suitable  backfill  and  a price  for  one  way  single 
duct  and  eighteen  way  single  duct  which  was  required  during  the  performance 
of  the  actual  work  but  not  included  in  the  original  unit  price  bid.  The  final  unit 
price  adjustments  including  the  excavation  backfill  and  one  way  and  eighteen 
wayduct  would  increase  the  total  contract  price  by  an  amount  of  $2,  813.

The  Executive  Director  presented  a proposal  received  from  the  Central  City 
Civic  Investment  Corporation  in  response  to  an  advertisement  for  receipt  of 
proposals  on  Parcels  19,  20,  21,  22  and  23  in  the  Hanna-Creighton  Project 
to  be  received  at  10:00  A.M.,  November  12,  1970.  The  proposal  represented  the  only 
bid  received  in  response  to  said  invitation  and  was  for  the  development  of  the 
area  as  a shopping  center.  The  proposal  offered  a price  of  $95,  700.  00  for  the  five 
parcels  of  real  estate  as  compared  with  a combined  minimum  acceptable  figure 
of  $95,  641.  00  and  proposed  the  development  of  the  area  as  a neighborhood  shopping 
center  consisting  of  approximately  75-85,  000  sq.  feet  of  usable  rental  space. 
However,  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  drawing  attached  represented  that  approxi= 
mately  52,  500  sq.  ft.  was  proposed  for  immediate  development.  After  discussion 
indicating  that  until  such  time  as  area  included  in  the  proposal  was  achieved  it 
would  be  impossible  for  the  Commission  to  execute  a certificate  of  completion 
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thereby  allowing  the  Central  City  Civic  Investment  Corporation  to  proceed  with 
the  sale  of  stock.

Cartage,  Inc.  submitted  a bid  for  the  purchase  of  parcels  9,  10,  11  and  12  in  the 
Hanna-Creighton  Project  which  included  a security  deposit  in  the  amount  of 
$1,  908.  58.  Said  Bid  was  found  to  be  the  highest  and  best  bid  for  sale  on  said  parcels 
and  Wayne  Warehousing  & Cartage,  Inc.  were  advised  they  were  the  successful 
bidders  for  said  parcels.  Because  the  firm  was  unable  to  secure  financing  for  the 
proposed  improvement,  the  Contract  for  the  Sale  of  said  Parcel  was  never 
executed,  and  Wayne  Warehousing  & Cartage,  Inc.,  has  requested  that  their  deposit 
in  the  amount  of  $1,  908.  58  be  returned.  Inasmuch  as  one  of  the  provisions  of  the 
offering  was  that  if  a successful  bidder  was  unable  to  secure  financing  after 
reasonable  effort,  the  security  deposit  would  be  returned.  After  numerous 
discussions  by  members  of  the  staff  with  officials  of  the  Wayne  Warehousing  and 
Cartage,  Inc.  firm,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Executive  Director  that  the  firm  has 
made  a reasonable  effort  to  secure  financing  for  those  improvements  and  are  entitled 
to  the  return  of  their  security  deposit.

It  is  moved  that  the  action  taken  on  June  11,  1969  accepting  the 
bid  from  Wayne  Warehousing  and  Cartage,  Inc.  in  the  amount 
of  $38,  171.  66  for  Parcels  9 through  12  is  hereby  rescinded  and 
the  security  deposit  of  $1,  908.  58  shall  be  returned  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  offering. 

Commissioner  Stith  seconded  the  motion,  and  on  roll  call,  the  motion  carried. 

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  in  response  to  an  invitation  for  bids  on  the 
balance  of  the  demolition  work  in  the  Hanna-Creighton  project,  the  Commission 
received  the  following  proposals  on  November  24,  1970:

It  was  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Director  that  the  Commission  authorize 
the  execution  of  a contract  with  L.  I.  Griffin  in  the  amount  of  $19,  890.  60  for  said  work. 

After  discussion.  Commissioner  Scott  made  the  following  motion: 

It  is  moved  that  a contract  be  entered  with  L.  I.  Griffin  & Sons  in  the 
amount  of  $19,  890.  60  for  the  balance  of  demolition  work  in  the  Hanna- 
Creighton  Project. 

Commissioner  Stith  seconded  the  motion  and  on  roll  call,  the  motion  carried. 

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  he  and  a group  from  the  City  and  the  Antioch 
Foundation  visited  Indianapolis  on  December  7,  1970  to  meet  with  members  of 
FHA  in  regard  to  the  proposal  of  the  Antioch  Foundation  of  Indiana  to  develop  Parcel 
26  in  the  Hanna-Creighton  Project.  The  chief  underwriter  with  the  Indianapolis 
Office  of  FHA  has  assured  the  group  that  FHA  was  prepared  to  make  a final 
committment  on  the  project  as  soon  as  new  procedures  establishing  wage  rates  were 
made  effective  for  the  Fort  Wayne  area.  The  chief  underwriter  estimated  that  this 
would  be  during  January. 

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  I.C.,  Inc.  had  requested  a certificate  of  com- 
pletion for  those  facilities  erected  on  Parcel  28  in  the  Hanna-Creighton  Project. 

A certificate  of  completion  would  be  necessary  prior  to  premanent  financing  by 
FHA.  After  discussion  the  following  motion  was  made  by  Commissioner  Eckrich. 

It  is  moved  that  a Certificate  of  Completion  be  authorized 
for  Parcel  28  in  the  Hanna-Creighton  Project. 

Commi  ssioner  Scott  seconded  the  motion,  and  on  roll  call,  the  motion  carried. 

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  the  Commission  was  requested  to  assist 
with  the  relocation  of  Mrs.  Lugene  Williams  from  2240  Holton  Avenue  in  the  Hanna- 
Creighton  Project  because  of  overcrowding  conditions.  The  relocation  staff  assisted 
Mrs.  Williams  to  find  adequate  facilities  and  assisted  in  the  move  to  the  new 
location  at  9 53  Buchanan  Street.  Because  of  a residency  requirement,  Mrs. 

Williams  was  not  qualified  to  receive  relocation  assistance  from  Federal  funds. 
However,  it  was  necessary  to  incur  costs  in  the  amount  of  $115.  50  moving  expense 
in  connection  with  the  move.  Commissioner  Eckrich  made  the  following  motion: 

It  is  moved  that  the  relocation  claim  for  Mrs.  Lugene  Williams  in 
the  amount  of  $115.  50  be  approved  for  payment  from  local  funds. 

Commissioner  Scott  seconded  the  motion,  and  on  roll  call,  the  motion  carried. 
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The  Executive  Director  reported  that  in  accordance  with  the  Contract  for  Sale  of 
that  area  in  which  the  garage  for  the  City  building  was  located,  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne  paid  to  the  Redevelopment  Commission  an  amount  of  $88,  209.  00 
and  were  entitled  to  a Deed  to  the  Site.  After  discussion,  the  following  Resolution 
was  introduced,  read  in  full,  and  discussed:

The  executive  Director  reported  that  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  had  expressed  an 
interest  in  acquiring  that  area  North  of  the  Railroad  for  additional  parking  area  in 
connection  with  the  City-County  Building  and  the  Commission  in  prior  meetings  had 
expressed  a willingness  to  sell  the  area  to  the  City.  The  following  Resolution  was 
introduced,  read  in  full  and  discussed: 
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RESOLUTION  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  EXECUTION  OF  AN 
AGREEMENT  BETWEEN  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,

2.  That  it  hereby  approves  the  disposal  price  of  One  dollar  and  twelve 
cents  ($1.12)  per  square  foot  for  the  property  and  determines  that  this  price  is  not 
less  than  the  fair  value  of  the  land  for  its  use  in  accordance  with  the  Urban 
Renewal  Plan. 

3.  That  the  attached  form  of  Agreement 'is  satisfactory  and  the  Vice- 
President  of  the  Redevelopment  Commission  is  hereby  authorized,  directed  and 
enpowered  to  execute  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Department  of 
Redevelopment,  and  by  and  through  the  Fort  Wayne  Redevelopment  Commission 
the  form  of  Agreement  attached  hereto  and  by  this  reference  made  a part  of  this 
Resolution.

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  in  the  performace  of  required  construction 
in  the  Main  Street  area  between  Calhoun  and  Clinton,  the  Moellering  Construction 
Company  had  encountered  many  unanticipated  problems  and  additional  unsatisfactory 
material  which  had  increased  the  anticipated  costs  of  the  project  considerably. 

A change  order  detailing  additional  cost  items  in  an  amount  of  $73,  737.  82  was 
presented  to  the  Commission.  After  discussion.  Commissioner  Scott  made  the 
following  motion: 

It  is  moved  that  change  order  No.  1 to  the  contract  with  the 
Moellering  Construction  Company  in  the  amount  of  $73,  737.  82  be

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Commissioner  Eckrich  seconded  the  motion,  and  on  roll  call,  said  motion  carried. 

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  the  I & M Electric  Company  had  a transformer 
vault  under  the  sidewalk  at  the  southeast  corner  of  the  intersection  of  Main  Street 
and  South  Clinton  Street  which  would  have  to  be  relocated  for  the  completion 
of  the  Main  Street  Project.  Estimates  from  I & M indicated  that  it  would  cost  the 
company  an  amount  of  $2,  620.  00  to  replace  said  vault  at  a location  suitable  for  the 
construction  of  Main  Street.  Inasmuch  as  the  Commission  had  a copy  of  an  opinion 
from  the  Attorney  General  indicating  that  the  cost  of  relocating  public  utilities 
should  be  paid  by  the  organization  causing  the  relocation  of  said  utilities,  it 
would  be  the  obligation  of  the  Redevelopment  Commission  to  pay  for  the  cost  of 
said  relocation. 

After  discussion,  Mr.  Scott  made  the  following  motion: 

It  is  moved  that  the  Redevelopment  Commission  authorize  the 
payment  to  Indiana  & Michigan  Electric  Company  of  $2,  620.00  for 
the  relocation  of  the  electrical  vault  at  the  southeast  intersection  of 
Main  Street  and  South  Clinton  Street.

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  the  engineering  services  when  computed  on  the 
basis  of  the  contract  with  Clyde  Williams  firm  for  the  performance  of  the  services 
for  the  design  of  the  relocation  of  the  fire  alarm  conduit,  indicated  a fee  earned  of 
$6,  324.  75.  However,  based  upon  original  estimates,  the  maximum  compensation 
as  established  by  the  contract  was  $6,  000.  00.  After  discussion.  Commissioner 
Scott  made  the  following  motion: 

Moved  that  the  contract  between  Clyde  Williams  and  Associates  and 
the  Redevelopment  Commission  for  the  Engineering  services  for  the 
design  of  the  relocation  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Conduit  in  the  Main 
Street  Project  be  amended  to  increase  the  maximum  compensation 
allowable  under  said  contract  by  an  amount  of  $324.  75. 

Commissioner  Eckrich  seconded  the  motion,  and  on  roll  call,  said  motion  carried.

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  the  date  of  February  9,  1971  had  been  established 
as  the  date  for  the  annual  meeting  at  the  Fort  Wayne  Country  Club  for  the  Trustees, 
Commissioners  and  Staff.  He  requested  that  those  present  advise  him  at  the 
earliest  date  as  to  whether  they  and  their  wife  of  husband  would  be  available  to 
attend  this  meeting. 


The  Executive  Director  reported  that  the  brochure  being  prepared  for  the  Fort 
Wayne  Redevelopment  Commission  would  be  ready  for  printing  in  a matter  of  two 
or  three  weeks  and  it  would  be  necessary  to  decide  how  many  copies  of  the 
brochure  to  order.  After  discussion,  it  was  decided  to  authorize  the  printing  of 
3000  brochures  at  the  intitial  printing.

SECTION  1.  That  the  certain  Contract  for  the  Purchase  of  Real  Estate 
dated  April  15,  1966,  between  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Department  of  Re- 
development and  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  by  and  through  it3  Mayor  and  Board 
of  Public  Works  for  the  purchaso  of  real  estate  for  use  as  a Parking  Lot  for 
the  price  of  $1.

It  is  intended  and  agreed, 
and  the  Deed  shall  so  expressly  provide,  that  the  agreements  and  covenants 
provided  in  this  Article  IV  shall  be  covenants  running  with  the  land  and  that 
they  shall,  in  any  event,  and  without  regard  to  technical  classification  or 
designation,  legal  or  otherwise,  and  except  only  as  otherwise  specifically 
provided  in  the  Agreement,  be,  to  the  fullest  extent  permitted  by  law  and 
equity,  binding  for  the  benefit  and  in  favor  of,  and  enforceable  by,  the

The  Agency  shall  have  the  right,  in  the 
event  of  any  breach  of  any  such  agreement  or  covenant,  and  the  United 
States  shall  have  the  right,  in  the  event  of  any  breach  of  the  covenant  pro- 
vided in  subdivision  (b)  of  Section  1 of  this  Article  IV,  to  exercise  all  the 
rights  and  remedies,  and  to  maintain  any  actions  or  suits  aflaw  or  in  equity  or 
other  proper  proceedings  to  enforce  the  curing  of  such  breach  of  agreement  or 
covenant,  to  which  it  or  any  other  beneficiaries  cf  such  agreement  or  covenant 
may  be  entitled. 


ARTICLE  V.  PROHIBITIONS  AGAINST  ASSIGNMENT 

AND  TRANSFER 


Sec.  1.  Representation  As  to  Redevelopment.  The  Public  Body  represents 
and  agrees  that  its  purchase  of  the  Property  shall  be  for  the  purpose  of 
redevelopment  of  the  Property  in  accordance  with  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
and  the  Agreement. 


Sec.  2.  Prohibition  Against  Transfer  of  Property  and  Assignment.  The 
Public  Body  has  not  made  or  created,  and  will  not,  prior  to  the  proper  com- 
pletion of  the  Improvements,  as  certified  by  the  Agency,  make  or  create,  or 

suffer  to  be  made  or  created,  (a)  any  total  or  partial  sale,  conveyance,  o* 
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assignment  of  the  Agreement,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  (c)  any  agreement 
to  do  any  of  the  foregoing,  without  the  prior  written  approval  of  the  Agency. 
-Such  approval  shall  be  on  such  condition  as  the  Agency  may ; in  its  exclusive 
discretion  determine,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  assumption  by  the 
proposed  transferee,  by  instrument  in  writing,  for  itself  and  its  successors 
and  assigns,  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  Agency,  of  all  obligations  of  the  Public 
. Body  under  the  Agreement.

Sec.  1.  Notice  of  Default.  In  the  event  of  any  default  under  car  breach  of 
any  of  the  terms  or  conditions  of  the  Agreement  by  either  party  hereto,  or 
any  successor  or  assign  of,  or  successor  in  interest  to,  the  Property,  such 
party  or  successor  shall  upon  written  notice  from  the  other  proceed  to  remedy 
or  cure  such  default  or  breach  within  30  days  after  receipt  of  such  notice. 

In  case  such  action  is  not  taken  or  diligently  pursued  or  the  default  or  breach 
shall  not  be  cured  or  remedied  within  a reasonable  time,  the  aggrieved  party 
may  institute  such  proceedings  as  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  in  its  opinion 
to  cure  or  remedy  such  default  or  breach  or  to  obtain  damages  therefor,  includ

ing  but  not  limited  to  proceedings  to  compel  specific  performance  by  the  party 
in  default  or  breach  of  its  obligations. 

Sec.  2.  Termination  by  Public  Body,  In  the  event  that  the  Agency  does  not 
tender  conveyance  of  the  Property  or  possession  thereof  in  the  manner  and 
condition,  and  by  the  date,  provided  in  the  Agreement  and  any  such  failure 
shall  not  be  cured  within  120  days  after  written  demand  by  the  Public  Body, 
then  the  Agreement  shall  at  the  option  of  the  Public  Body  be  terminated,  and 
neither  the  Agency  nor  the  Public  Body  shall  have  any  further  rights  against 
or  liability  to  the  other  under  the  Agreement, 
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Sec.  3.  Termination  by  Agency.  In  the  event  that  prior  to  conveyance  of 


the  Property  to  the  Public  Body  and  in  violation  of  the  Agreement  the  Public 
-Body  (and  any  successor  in  interest)  assigns  or  attempts  to  assign  the  Agree- 
ment or  any  rights  herein  or  in  the  Property,  or  the  Public  Body  does  not  pay 
the  Purchase  Price  for  and  take  title  to  the  Property  upon  proper  tender  of  con- 
veyance by  the  Agency  pursuant  to  the  Agreement,  then  the  Agreement  and 
any  rights  of  the  Public  Body  or  any  successor  assign  of  the  Public  Body  or 
transferee  of  the  Property  under  the  Agreement  of  arising  therefrom,  with 
-respect  to  the  Agency  or  the  Property,  shall  at  the  option  of  the  Agency  be 
terminated  by  the  Agency.  In  such  event,  except  for  the  right  of  the  Agency 
to  damages  for  such  breach  afforded  by  law,  neither  the  Public  Body  (or 
assignee  or  transferee)  nor  the  Agency  shall  have  any  further  rights  against 
or  liability  to  the  other  under  the  Agreement. 

Sec.  4.  Delays  Beyond  Control  of  Parties.  For  the  purposes  of  the  Agree- 
ment, neither  the  Agency  nor  the  Public  Body,  as  the  case  may  be,  nor  any 
successor  of  either  of  them  shall  be  considered  in  breach  of  or  in  default 
under  its  obligations  with  respect  to  the  preparation  of  the  Property  for 
redevelopment,  or  the  beginning  and  completion  of  construction  of  the  Im- 
provements, or  progress  in  respect  thereto,  in  the  event  of  enforced  delay 
in  the  performance  of  such  obligations  due  to  unforeseeable  causes  beyond  its 
control  and  without  its  fault  or  negligence,  including,  but  not  restricted  to,  acts 
of  God,  acts  of  the  public  enemy,  acts  of  the  Government,  acts  of  the  other 
party,  fires,  floods,  epidemics,  quarantine  restrictions,  strikes,  freight 
embargoes,  and  unusually  severe  weather,  or  delays  of  subcontractors  due  to 
such  causes;  it  being  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  provision  that,  in  the 
event  of  the  occurence  of  any  such  enforced  delay,  the  time  or  times  for 
performance  of  the  obligations  of  the  Agency  with  respect  to  construction

Rights  and  Remedies  Cumulative,  The  rights  and  remedies  of  the 
parties  to  the  Agreement,  whether  provided  by  law  or  by  the  Agreement, 
shall  be  cumulative,  and  the  exercise  by  either  party  of  any  one  or  more  of 
such  remedies  shall  not  preclude  the  exercise  by  it,  at  the  same  or  different 
times,  of  any  other  such  remedies  for  the  same  default  or  breach,  or  of 
any  of  its  remedies  for  any  other  default  or  breach  by  the  other  party.  No
